M ORE than 100 new 

homes will be built on 
three housing estates, 
thanks to nearly 
£10million of funding. 

A total of 1 15 homes are 
planned for Bridport House, 
Colville estate; Ottaway Court, 
Landfield estate; and Rendlesham 
House estate after the 
Government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) 
granted the Council the funding. 


Construction work is set to 
begin next March, with homes 
scheduled for completion and 
renting by Spring 2011. 

The Council has worked with 
Colville estate Tenants & 
Residents Association to draw up 
a vision for regeneration, 
involving improved safety and 
access routes to shops, schools, 
and public transport; a mix of 
buildings to ensure larger homes 
with gardens and balconies; and 
also public open spaces. 

The aim is that Bridport House 
will be the springboard for the 
regeneration of Colville estate. 
Residents of Bridport House will

soon be moved out to allow 
demolition work to begin, while 
sites at Ottaway Court and 
Rendlesham House estate are 
already cleared. The funding 
ensures work can begin on these 
first blocks, while the Council is 
also working closely with 
residents and developers on 


progressing the regeneration of 
Alexandra National, Tower 
Court, Bridge House and Marion 
Court estates. 

The HCA funding is part of a 
new Government initiative 
allowing councils to build new 
homes for social rent for the first 
time in several decades. 

Cllr Karen Alcock, Deputy 
Mayor of Hackney, said: “This is 
good news for residents, and 
demonstrates that despite the 
economic downturn, the Council 
remains committed to the 
regeneration of the borough’s 
estates and to providing 21st 
Century homes for local people.” 
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Empire will 
strike back 


THE Hackney Empire is an icon of the borough and the 
Council is absolutely committed to helping it get back on 
its feet. 

It was very sad to hear that, following management 
changes, the theatre needs to temporarily stop its main 
stage operation for around nine months after this year's 
pantomime. However, the education and participation work 
that the Empire does with schools and community groups 
will continue. 

The break in performances will give the theatre the chance 
to rethink the way it operates and the type of show it 
stages. This is to make sure it can attract bigger audiences 
to all of its shows throughout the year - as it does very 
successfully with its fantastic annual pantomime - and so 
has a long-term future. 

I've been assured that the new team are successfully 
getting to grips with a large range of issues at the Empire, 
including the significant debt problem and that some 
shows simply have not been successful enough. 

The Council will continue to support the Empire as we 
always have, and - along with the Arts Council - we are 
helping ensure the theatre is able to recover from these 
difficulties and return to as full a programme of shows, as 
soon as practically possible. 

The priority for all of us is to see a viable theatre in the Empire 
for the people of Hackney and audiences across London.

Hackney Empire support 

THE Hackney Empire - London’s flagship variety theatre - 
is to temporarily close next year for a ‘period of reflection’. 
The 1 08-year-old venue will reduce its productions during 
201 0, while it looks at its financial situation. 

The theatre said the decision was made to ‘stock take’ how 
the organisation operates, sells tickets and manages and 
chooses shows. 

Clarie Middleton, who becomes the interim 
chief executive after her predecessor 
Simon Thomsett left by mutual 
consent, will oversee the running 
of the theatre and work with the 
board to change programming. 

Previously, she had handled 
similar situations at the Bristol 
Old Vic and Exeter Northcott 
Theatres. 

A support package from 
Hackney Council and 
the Arts Council is also 
helping to assist the 
theatre’s renewal. 

This year’s pantomime 
season, which stars veteran 
Hackney dame Clive Rowe in 
the show Aladdin, will 
continue to January 201 0 
as planned.

Acting as food hygiene officials, they claim to carry out 
inspections then con substantial sums of money from 
businesses by issuing bogus on-the-spot ‘penalty’ fees. 

The Council has warned restaurant owners that the Food 
Standards Agency 
does not carry out 
inspections, or hand 
out fines for 
unhygienic food or 
premises. 

Additionally, while 
Hackney Council 
environmental 

inspectors do carry out checks and may issue instant fines, 
immediate payment will never be demanded as the 
officers do not handle money.

New look Millfields

illfields Waste 
Depot has been 
officially 
opened by 
Mayor Jules Pipe as part of 
the Council’s commitment 
to improve waste services 
in the borough. 

The depot is on the site 
of the old Power Station in 
Millfields Road, Clapton, 
and was redeveloped 
following a £3.7million 
investment by the London 
Development Agency 
(LDA) in partnership with 
the Council. 

Previously used for 
parking the Council’s 
waste vehicles, the site now 
also has a fully accessible 
public office; waste 
transfer station; two-bay 
vehicle workshop; fuelling 
system; and new vehicle 
wash. Speaking at the 
event on 23 September,

Mayor Pipe said: “Thank 
you to everyone who has 


worked hard to keep our 
waste services going and 
improving over the past 18 
months. 

“The redevelopment of 
the depot has been 
incredibly important for 
the Council, helping us to 
make the borough cleaner 
and greener while 
maximising benefits for 
our residents as we prepare 
for the 2012 Games and 
beyond.” 

The new office building 
was opened in March and 


houses around 300 staff. 

Its sustainable features 
includes a living roof 
covered in turf, grass and 
wild flowers that provide 
insulation, while reducing 
carbon dioxide and 
improving air quality. 

The depot also has a new 
CCTV security system and 
high-quality lighting 
system that minimises 
spillage towards the 
wildlife along the River 
Lea. 

Over the last six months 
two new 12-tonne 
compact refuse collection 
vehicles, and five compact 
street sweepers have been 
introduced to the Council’s 
waste services fleet of 
vehicles.

Recycling scheme expanded 

FROM 5 October, you can recycle even more materials in 
Hackney. Food and drink cartons such asTetra Paks and 
plastic packaging have been added to both estate and 
street level collections. The scheme was expanded in 
response to residents’ requests, and Hackney joins only a 
handful of councils 
nationwide to collect these 
materials. While the list of 
m recyclable material is 

growing, there are still some 
items that can’t be 
processed yet. These 
include polystyrene and 
foam, plastic films, crisp 
packets and sweet wrappers, plant pot and Tupperware. It’s 
also important to make sure that plastic packaging is free 
from food. At present, every street property in Hackney has 
a weekly collection for Green Boxes (dry recyclables), and 
Blue Bins (food waste). A Brown Bin service picks up garden 
waste for over 1 6,000 properties, while all estates and 
high-rise properties in the borough have a recycling bank. 
Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: “Hackney now has one of the best recycling 
services in terms of the range of materials that can 
be collected. This has been developed progressively 
and in response to residents’ expectations and 
developments in technology. 

“It’s important now that everyone uses the service to its full 
potential to help towards a cleaner and greener future.”

Hotelier’s smoking conviction 

THE owner of a Stoke Newington hotel has been fined over 
£1 ,000 for flouting the smoking ban. 

Murat Mehmet, from the Rose Hotel, Stoke Newington 
Road, N1 6, pleaded guilty to letting guests smoke in his 
establishment and smoking there himself. 

Thames Magistrates Court heard that environmental health 
officers had visited the hotel in June 2007, when they told 
Mehmet about the new legislation, and the need to install 
no smoking signs. Yet when they returned on 26 February, 
they found he was breaking the law. 

Mehmet pleaded guilty to his failure to prevent smoking in a 
smoke-free premises, and of smoking in a smoke-free 
place on 23 September. He received a £200 fine for each 
offence and was ordered to pay the Council’s costs. The 
fine came to £1 ,273. Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “When we discover businesses that 
are not keeping their work-places safe from smoke, we will 
seek to prosecute.” 

Homes for Hackney 

TWO developments that will bring new homes, business 
space and a hotel to the borough have been granted 
planning permission. 

A hotel, office and retail space and student housing will be 
built on East Road, N1 . The development will be virtually car 
free with six disabled parking bays and 379 secure cycle 
spaces. 

Over 300 new homes will also be built on Wharf Road, N1 , 
including 95 affordable properties and many three and four 
bedroom units. The development, which overlooks Wenlock 
Basin, will also include flexible business space. 

Planning permission for both is subject to the developers 
agreeing a Section 1 06 agreement with the Council. This 
requires them to contribute towards community facilities, 
such as open space, new school places, libraries, and 
investing in streets and footpaths. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration and 
the 201 2 Olympic and Paralympic Games, said: “These 
schemes show that during the economic downturn, 
investment in Hackney continues apace.”

Prepared 
for the 
long haul

G enerations of 

people in Hackney 
have grown up to 
always ‘be 

prepared’ - often thanks to 
the contribution of Phyllis 
Manning. 

Now 79, the retired 
school teacher first became 
involved with the 14th St 
John at Hackney group 
when she was asked to ‘help 
out with the Cubs’ just after 
the Second World War. 

More than 60 years later 
she is still there, helping 
teach them life’s necessities 
such as how to cook, sew 
and build campfires - and 
still regularly taking them 
on camping trips. 

Eleven years ago she was 
awarded an MBE for her 
services towards scouting, 
although she modestly 
shrugs off this achievement. 

Now widowed and still 
living near the church from 
which the scouting group 
takes its name, what keeps 
her taking an active role in 
the organisation? 

She explained: “I’ve 
always been interested in 


children. That’s the 
beginning and end of it.” 

Indeed, she has four 
grown up children of her 
own and her two sons were 
- perhaps not surprisingly - 
scouts themselves. She 
worked in teaching from 
1950 when she started at St 
Thomas’s Primary School 
near Clapton Common, 
before moving onto various 
schools in the borough and 
outside and finally retiring 
in the early 1990s from an 
advisory role at Haringey 
council. 

Lieutenant General 
Robert Baden-Powell 
started The Scout 
Association in 1907 with 
the aim of supporting boys 
in their physical, mental 
and spiritual development 
and girls have been able to 
join since 1976. 

There are now 38 million 
Scouts and Guides in 216 
countries - with only Cuba, 
China, Korea, Andorra, 
Laos and Myanmar not 
being involved. 

There are 33,000 people 
aged between six and 25 
waiting to join the 
organisation in Britain, 
according to The Scout 
Association. And yet the 
popular belief is that

membership is dying off. 

“There is more for 
children to do these days 
and more organisations 
which mirror the activities 
we do, such as going 
camping,” Phyllis 
explained. 

So what does she think 
are the benefits of scouting? 

She said: “It gives 
children what they want 
and what they need. 

“Gradually as they 
develop and grow older 
they need to grow away 
from their family and 
become members of teams 
and this gives them that 


opportunity. Also, 
children love to learn, 
although if you ask them 
that about school they 
might not agree. But if we 
take them to camp, show 
them how to light a fire or 
put up a tent, or even do a 
lot of the things they do at 
school, reading for instance, 
they will enjoy it more 
because we have different 
ways of putting things over 
and making it more fun.” 

Speaking about her long 
years in Hackney she 
explains: “It’s an amazing 
area. There are tremendous 
libraries. We’ve have got 


more parks than any of the 
other London boroughs. If 
you want to go anywhere - 
be it for entertainment, 
sport or anything else - you 
can get to it from here 
easily. The people are 


mixed, very interesting and 
lovely.”

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I was pleased to read in the last 
Hackney Today (issue 216) that I can now & 
recycle cartons and plastic packaging, 
but I’m concerned my Green Box is not 
big enough. What should I do? — ^ 


A: It’s great to hear that you are pleased 
with the Council’s service improvements. 

For residents with a Green Box collection, there are a 
number of options available to make sure you can recycle 
everything produced during the week. 

• Order another Green Box. They are free of charge and 
delivered to your door. They can be stacked when not in use 
to save space and are made of 1 00 per cent recycled plastic. 

• Place extra materials in a plastic bag or cardboard box next 
to your Green Box clearly marked as recycling. These will then 
be collected as well. Do not use black refuse bags, however. 

• Try to separate similar materials within the box. Plastic 
bags can be used for this, as they are also recycled.

On a gorgeous autumn day, it was the 
perfect time to sit upon my designer 
Brampton and pedal down to Tent London:

H ackney has long 
been associated 
with the clothing 
and footwear 
industry. Many City-based 
manufacturers had 
factories or warehouses in 
the borough, where land 
was cheaper, but still 
within reach of central 
London shops. 

One well-established 
clothing firm was founded 
in 1857 by John Lloyd and 
George Gladman in Wood 
Street, EC1. It specialised 
in shirts, and later, collars 
and cravats. The company 
expanded steadily and 
soon needed additional 
premises on Wood Street, 


and Cheapside. In 1861, 
Gladman was replaced by 
Gregory Culling Attree. 
Five years later, JE Smith, 
a Ludgate Hill retailer 
joined, and for the next 
100 years it was known as 
Lloyd, Attree and Smith. 

The firm cemented its 
reputation with items such 
as the ‘octagon tie’. In 
1888, John Edward Lloyd 
took over as partner from 
his father and a year later 
the firm bought a large 
new factory in Great 
Eastern Street. Disaster 
struck, however, in 1898, 


when a large fire destroyed 
most of the factory. 

Finally, a site was found 
in Shacklewell Lane, E8, 
close to the firm’s offices 
and warehouses. The new 
factory opened in 1899 and 
covered about 30,000 
square feet with a licence to 
hold up to 600 people. The 
advent of electricity around 
this time revolutionised 
working conditions. In 
1938, a modern warehouse 
was built on the site 
adjoining the Dalston 
factory and their Wood 
Street warehouse moved 


there in 1939. The firm 
maintained a City 
office and a showroom 
in Wood Street. Lloyd 
Attree & Smith 
continued to occupy 
the premises in 
Shacklewell 
Lane up until 
the 1970s. It 
celebrated 
its centenary 
in 1957.

Ticket to ride 

FARE dodgers got an 
unexpected surprise 
when police and 
ticket inspectors 
stepped up checks 
on a busy bus route. 
On 1 8 September, 
eight police officers 
alongside 1 1 

community support officers and 1 5 ticket inspectors 
patrolled the Graham Road part of the 38 route in a move 
to target fare evaders. It resulted in 1 ,677 passengers and 
43 buses being checked. Inspectors issued 72 penalty fares 
and 34 people were reported for consideration of 
prosecution by Transport for London (TfL). The police also 
made one arrest. 

Elizabeth Ajala, from TfL, said: “Fare evaders cost 
Londoners in the region of £30million in 2008. This money 
could and should be used to further improve the service.” 
Penalties for fare evasion range from £50 to £1 ,000.

Liz Dewsbury, Operational 
Manager, Youth Offending Team 


Prevention is the best cure 


Liz, 51, joined Hackney in 
January 2005. Her work 
includes preventing young 
people from committing 
crimes and helping to stop 
them re-offending. She has 
spent more than 20 years in 
the voluntary sector working 
with offenders and those 
with mental heath issues. 
Her team of 16 supports 
young people, and their 
families that are on bail, 
under court orders or 
community custody and 
secure cases. Successful 
projects which the YOT has 
piloted with partners include 


weapons awareness; 
building safer relationships; 
and citizenship schools. Liz 
is especially proud of the 
reparation service and 
community garden project, 
recently praised by Justice 
Secretary Jack Straw. 

She says: “Young people 
often want to work and give 
something back. We 
welcome the challenge to 
get them to understand and 
overcome barriers and the 
successful outcomes are 
rewards for us all.”

H ackney has among 
the highest 
numbers of young 
residents in 

London, and the Council’s 
Youth Offending Team 
(YOT) provides support for 
young people, with the aim 
of preventing offending, or 
stopping ex-offenders 
falling back into crime. 

The YOT is made up of 
representatives from social 
services, probation, police, 
the health, education, drugs 
and alcohol misuse, and 
housing sectors. 

There are two main 
divisions within the YOT: 
statutory services and 
prevention services. The 



The Youth Offending Team helps young people at risk of falling into crime 


statutory services have 
responsibility for 
supervising all court orders 
for young people in 
Hackney. They identify each 
young offender’s needs and 
provide support to prevent 
further offending. 
Interventions can include 


one-to-one or group work or 
family-orientated support. 

The prevention side of the 
YOT works with young 
people at risk of offending 
and has a similar approach, 
assessing each young 
person individually to 
provide a package of 


support. Young people and 
their parents or carers are 
involved with every stage of 
YOT intervention, whether 
through a statutory order 
or prevention services. 

The team also need 
volunteers to become 
referral panel members and 
work with young people as 
part of the reparation 
service. Liz said: “The 
Youth Justice Board offers a 
training programme and 
support to suitable 
candidates who can make a 
commitment of as little as 
four hours each month.”
